AN ACT to establish Boards of Police, and define their powers and 
jurisdiction, and for other purposes. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of yoards of 
the State of Mississippi, That there shall be estab- Police es 
lished.in each county in this state a board of police, ‘se 
to consist of five members, a majority of whom 
shall constitute a quorum to transact business, who

and thirty-five, and until their successors are duly

‘They shall require the coun- 
ty treasurer, at each regular meeting of said board, 
to make to them a report of the state of the treasu- 
ry; exhibiting the receipts and disbursements, and 


‘the balance in favor of or against the county; which 


report they shall cause to be published in some 
newspaper printed in the county: if there be no 
newspaper, they shall cause a copy therecf to be 
posted on the door of the court house. They shall 
have power to levy a special tax on their respec- 
tive counties, whenever the annual levy may not 
be sufficient—said special tax, In no one year, to 
exceed one halt the amount of the state tax, to be 
collected and paid into the county treasury, under 
the same rules and regulations that are now pro- 
vided for the collection and paying of the annual 
county tax. ‘They shall also have power to estab- 


lish, alter and change election precincts in their se- `` 


veral counties, whenever they may deem it expe- 
dient, for the convenience of the people.

of State, and may be put in suit by any person ag- 
grieved by the malfeasance or misfeasance of said 
clerk in his office, and shall not be void on the first

The Memorial of the Legislature of the State of 
Mississippi respectfully represents, ‘That whereas, 
it appears to this Legislature that William L. S. 
Dearing was one of the Deputy Surveyors of the 
United States, and as such Surveyor, did in the 
year 1831, in the State of Louisiana, in the dis- 
trict North of Red River, according to law, sur- 
vey nine townships of the public lands; and 
whereas, it also appears to this Legislature, that 
the said William L. S. Dearing in crossing Red 
River, with the field notes of said surveys, did by 
the casualty of the horse on which the b&gs con: — 
taining the field notes of said surveys were placed, 
becoming frightened while crossing said Red Ri- 
ver immediately after the boat had departed from ° 
the shore, breaking his bridle, and leaping into the 
river, and thereby threw said bags into the river, - 
and occasioned the entire loss of said field notes, 
and that the said William L. S, Dearing could not 
by direct search find or regain the possession of 
said bags and field notes ; and whereas, it also fur- 
ther appears to the satisfaction of this Legislature, 
that the said William L. S. Dearing, on account: 
of said casualty of loosing said bags and field — 
notes as aforesaid, was compelled to re-survey 
said nine townships, and that the said William L.

CHAP. CXVII. 


REPORT of the Select Committee on the Resolutions from the 
States of Louisiana, Maine, New Hampshire, and Pennsylvania. 


The select committee to which was referred so 
much of the Governor’s Message as relates to 
the Resolutions from the states of Louisiana, 
Maine, New Hampshire and Pennsylvania, with 
the accompanying documents, beg leave to Report: 
-—{hat they have had them under consideration, .’ 
and would recommend, in regard to the resolution 
first named,the adoption of the following resolution: 
Be it resolved by the Legislature of the State of 
Mississippi, That we deem it inexpedient tq con- 
cur in the Resolation of the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the state of Louisiana, in Gen- 
eral Assembly convened, requesting the President 
of the United States to order the United States 
Engineers to make all the necessary surveys and 
‘estimates for a Rail Road from New Orleans to 
Washington City, inasmuch as we are unprepared, 
at this time, to enter upon a scheme of Internal 
Improvement on so extensive a scale. | 

2. Resolved, That the Governor be requested to 
forward a copy of these resolutions to the Execu- 
tive of the state of Louisiana. 
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In relation to the resolutions from the states of 
Maine, New Hampshire and Pennsylvania, and 
that portion of the Message which points to their 
consideration, your committee would express the 
belief, that the sentiments of a majority of the 
people of this state, in regard to the subject to 
which they relate, are in accordance with those ex- 


“pressed by the General Assembly in the year 1829, 


declaring the Tariff law of 1828, so far as it con- 
templated a system of protection carried beyond 
the manufacture of such articles as are necessary 
to the national defence, to be “contrary to the spir- 
it of the Constitution of the United States, impoli- 
tic, and oppressive in its operation on the Southern 
States, and should be resisted by all constitutional 
means.”? But fearful lest false inferences should 
be drawn from this expression of public opinion— 
inferences calculated to induce a belief that this 
state is prepared to advocate and uphold the disor- 
ganizing doctrines recently promulgated in South 
Carolina—your committee deetn it their duty to 
speak plainly, and to undeceive their sister states 
in this respect. We are opposed to nullification. 
We regard it as a heresy fatal to the existence of 
the Union. “Itis resistance to law by force—=it is 
disunion by force—it is civil war.” Your com- 
mittee are constrained to express the opinion, that 
the state of South Carolina has acted with a reck- 
less precipitancy, (originating, we would willingly 
believe, in delusion,) well calculated to detract 
front her former high character for wisdom in coun- 
cil, purity of patriotism, and a solicitous regard 
for the preservation of those fundamental princi- 
ples on which alone rest the peace, the prosperity, 
and permanency of the Union. Your committee 
deeply deplore the alarming crisis in our. national 
affairs: they regret it the more as proceeding from 
the unwarrantable attitude assumed by a sister of 
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the South, whose best interests are identified with 
‘our own. In the spirit of brethren of the same 
family, we would invoke them to pause—hearken 
attentively to the paternal, yet ominous warning of 
the Executive of the Union. We would conjure 
them to await patiently, the gradual progress of 
public opinoin; and to rely with patriotic confi- 
dence on the ultimate decision of the talented States- 
men and pure patriots in the Congress of the Unit- 
‘ed States. But they would also loudly proclaim 
that this State owes a duty to the Union above all 
` minor considerations. ‘That she prizes that Union 
less than liberty alone. ‘That we heartily accord in 
the general political sentiments of the President of 
the United States, as expressed in his recent Pre- 
clamation; and that we stand firmly resolved at 
whatever sacrifice of feeling—in all events, and at 
every hazard, to sustain him in enforcing the para- 
mount laws of the land, and preserving the integri- 
ty of the Union—that Union whose value we will 
never stop to calculate, holding it as our fathers 
held it, precious above all price. Your committee 
would therefore recommend the adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolutions: j 

Be it resolved by the Legislature of the State of 
Mississippi, That in the language of the father of 
his country, we will indignantly frown upon the 
first dawning of every attempt to alienate any por- 
‘tion of our country from the rest, or to enfeeble the 
ties which link together its various parts. 

2. Resolved, That the doctrine of nullification 
is contrary tothe letter and spirit of the Constitu- 
tion, and in direct conflict with the welfare, safety 
‘and independence of every State in the Union; and 
to no one of them would its consequences be more

Framed as it was originally by a 
Convention of the people of the United States, and 
sanctioned afterwards by the people of their re- 
spective States in their highest sovereign capacity, 
we should, it would seem, await the existence of 
the most urgent and palpable necessity of amend- 
ment ere we proceed to provide for avy important 
alteration in a system of government presented ta 
us under such imposing circumstances; but when 
to these circumstances is added the recollection of 
the great, the good, the päre and gifted statesmen 
by whom it was framed—the all embracing spirit of 
conciliation and patriotism in which it originated, 
and by which it was perfected—-the signal and glo- 
rious triumphs which, under it, have attended the 
eagle of our star spangled banner, on the land and 
on the deep--the high and wide spread national 
character which it has enabled us to attain—the 
nnexampled rapidity of our march ynder its fortu- 
nate auspices to national glory, power, prosperity 
and lappiness—the marked and all pervading infu- 
ence which it has excited in liberalizing the forms of 
government throughout the civilized world, by con- 
ferring on mankind a kuowledge of their rights, and 
a determination and courage to maintain and de- 
fend them—when to all these glorious results itis 
added, that the paternal yoice of him who was first 
in war, first in peace, and still is first in tha 

earts of his countrymen, employed its latest ac- 
cents in inculcating a deep and solemn veneration 
for this Constitution and the Union, your com- 


mittee would do injustice to their feelings were they, 


to suppress the avowal that they seem to themselves 
to be treading on holy ground, and that nothing 
short of the most palpable necessity could induce 
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them to recommend the adoption - of any measures 
which, however well designed, might ultimately en- 
danger. the existence, or mar.the symetry and beau- 
ty. of this most perfeet menument-of uninspired wis- 
dom. Your committee, however, cannot refrain 
from.expressing. that they believe that a-wild and 
latitudinarian construction has been placed upon. 
the Constitution of. the United States by many in 


our government, .and which they. believe to be welt 


calculated, by the exercise of such unlimited con- 
struction, to be productive of. discontent, sectional 
injustice,.and even. oppression.itself. > Your com- 
mittee believe that the Congress of the United States 
have no right to. exercise any powers other than 
those which areexpressly delegated,.and those inci: 
dental. powers which arise under that express grant, 
and would gladly see the ambiguities which are 
contained in thatinstrament, which has been justly 
styled “the charter ofthe liberties of the American: 
people,” atthe proper time, so-amended as to-set at 
rest those disputed powers which have agitated our 
happy government for.a series of years;.but the tur- 
bulent spirit of. times and the numberless sectional 
influences, which under. almost every variety of 
form, and shape, and.intensity, pervade and agitate 
the great divisions of.our country, would, in the 
opinion of your committee, render it imprudent te 
concur in the application contained in the Resoln- 
tion of the State of.Georgia, at the present critical 
period of our national affairs While the citizens of 
the Union are subjected.to these adverse influences, 
it won'd seem more than madness to expect that 
calm deliberation, that mutual spirit of concession 
and conciliation, that broad patriotism in which a» 
lone it originated, aud which should inform, direct 
aud animate the proceedings ofany bady of mea 
whe may he called tegriber te alice or amend it, 
Under ihe Comotisation aa it paistis, na rajoy a fore’ 
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dom of laws, of order, of security and peace; and, 
we enjoy it to an extent hitherto unexampled 
in the records of the world. Freedom, Americans | 
always will possess. Her image is stamped so deep- 
ly upon our hearts, that lixe the form of Phidias on 
the shield of his Minerva, it can be obliterated by 
the annihilation alone of the substance on which it 
is impressed. But an unsuccessful attempt to ren- 
der the Constitution more congenial to the wishes 
of those States whichare mostanxious for its a- 
mendment—-the angry warmth and excitement which 
would attend the struggle—and malignant pas- 
sions it would engender and inflame, might change 
this peaceful freedom (which is our pride and boast) 
into a fteedom of fraternal wars, of bloodshed and 
desolation. If a Convention were called for the pur- 
pose of defining with more precission, those parts 
of the Constitution which are considered indefinite, 
and prohibiting the exercise of those powers which 
being considered doubtful, have constituted the 
ground work of those violent party divisions which 
distract our country, your committee believe that 
it would be productive of results wholly foreign to 
the wishes of those who are most anxious for the. 
call. A Convention assembled at this time, they 
have every reasor to believe would affirm those ve- 
ry powers which are so obnoxious to a majority of 
the citizens of the Southern sections of the Union. 
The constitutionality of a tariffof protection has been 
affirmed by eighteen of the twenty-four States—the 
larger States all being in favcr of the afkrmation. 
Now it should be recollected that the power of the 
smaller states is greater in Concress than it woul be 
in a Convention of the States, called upon aay pots 
of representation which wee DD rasoio o o 
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popular representation of the larger states. For a re- 
dress of the grievances, therefore which are assign- 
edas the cause for the call, prudence would 
seem to dictate a reliance on the equity and patri- 
otism of the national Legislature; and more espe- 
cially a reliance on the progressive influence, the 
intelligence and virtue of the people of the Unions 
In accordance with these suggestions, your com- 
mittee would recommend the adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolutions 
Be it resolved by the Legislature of the State 
of Mississippi, That this State does not conceive 
it expedient at the present tinie to concur in the re- 
solution of the State of Georgia, making applica-
